Oil his retreat from office, unlike to former Mitiifters, he

-always uncommonly large, and geraniums equally odo- 
riferous, one might as well let in the fun-beams, and 
wait for the natural growth of our cades.

If th^fc hints, Mr. Editor, can he fixviccabk, either 
apologeyc or promotive of female notoriety, ) fhall 
jprobabiy t^e the liberty to fend yon adVj^femeni, in 
ifvhich I fliail cnclea\our to prove that it m poifible to 
l^vcrfe the order of nature, and revolutionize the niun^ 
Tiers of fociety in a more genteel and dafliing mamit^r 
than has ever yet been, pra^lifed. But this dilcovery 
would be thrown away at prdtnt, es nur people 
fashion are in the country, and obliged to breathe the 
feme air with the reft of the world.

^JAVTNG, after long experience as a bookftlier, 
news-writer, and fcccmd-rale politician, rturtd 
to pafs the evening of my life in a fung villa in IlcrU 
fordfljire, 1 find it ft ill neceffaiy, from the fc'rce (fi tld 
habits, to have both a morning and an eitning paptr 
lent me regularly from town. Dlfguft with a morning 
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paper I had been long accudomed to read^ made me^ 
about atwelvemonth lince, older the Or^r&infteadofit; 
With the Orucki Sir, I mull own mylelf not ill plea&d. 
I &all now give you a mod fubdantial proof of my 
favour, by communicatingjS'rmr to which you feem 
yet a ilranger, but by which alone it is poffible to at-^ 
tatn imemwffiapcr perfe^ioHn 

In ibefirft place. Sir, let me, with the freedom of g 
friend, tell you you know nothing of that which 
ftitutes the true fine writin§^ for a newfpaper. What 
have you to do with purity of ftyle, delicacy of pbrafe,^ 
finical correftnefs in grammar, the elegant turn of 
periods, or jullnefa and fpletidid felicity of meta- 
phors? 

You write for the multitude, and they are^ any thix^ 
rather than hnica} in their tafte in literary compofition* 
A man likes beft thaf newfpaper, which returns to his 
FK and ear the language he is bitnfelf accuftomed to 
fpeak. Navj be underftands it belt. To the tradef- 
man, to the farmer, to the fine gentleman looking on 
no hooks but newfpapers, and on uewfpapers only fi^r 
fporting intelligence ; your grammatical accuracy, ami 
yourclaflical pnrafes, are abfolutely as odious, and al-* 
mod as unintelligible, as Greek or Hebrew. Noji 
you mull catch the dialect of every trade and, every 
province. Remember that London contains people 
from all parts of' the Britilb dominions ; ai>d if you 
only take care to give a preference to the favourite 
Cockney phrafes ; the more you dalh your ftyle with 
what are by the pedantry of criticifm called provinci- 
alifms and colloquial barbarifrns—why, fo much the 
better. They may talk of your fiang j but the coarfeft 
Jiang is the trueft eloquence, when it is adapted to the 
tafte of the great body of Englifli readers. 

But,"' fay you, there are ladies of tafie^ and 
eoffee-heufe criuesy wdio demand fine compofiiion in a 
morning paper True, there are ; but are you yet 
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to kanij that long fonorows words^ a dadfing Ipoi^p 
and iucongntity of mixed aictaphors, now tho<}namt, 
and now the low fandliar ; at all times a copioos infw^ 
lion ol‘ the cant wcr^s of fajhittnabk wnmrfaUoHy are 
the beauties w^hich the tafteof fuch readers chie%.ad- 
mires ? Are you a llranger to the fuccefs of. the 
Crufca poetry ? Don^t you Jknp\v w hat noveli^^ju^e the' 

E eatcft favourites with f Have you never 

oked into the verfes of the late Mary Rohinjorty or the 
profe of Mrs, Piozz^i P What was , it made Giihn 
io much a favourite with |>eop1e. of fafl>ion^ and with 
ooffee-houfe critics ? Undoubtedly the rumbJing pomp 
of his ftyle ; not at alU' Aofc claflieal and phiiofo* 
pbical beauties, which feme perlbns who know not 
Wter, may, perhaps, fancy they admine, v* . 

. A graceful negUgtnce is, in drefs, in converfation, 
and in literary compofiliou, evet o« of the molt 
Uadive charms. Is any thing more difgofling than to 
perceive even a lovely woman remarkably folicilous 
Ho avoid Jilp$ in grammar P What more chaitninglhan 
fokei/ms from the lips of beauty ? It is amazing, Sir^ 
that you do not more attentively cultivate this excel- 
lence. for a newfpaper. You rarely give a Ipecirncn of 
and, when you do, your performance wants the 
grace of nature. You fecni to be ungrammatical, with 
Temorfc, or by typographical accident, tiot with the 
felkity of native genius, nor of art pracided till it has 
hecome a fecond nature; nor of a lively .ignorance in- 
finitely .preferable to all the pedantry of knowledge, 
Doc$s any thing excite pkafantry fo fticoefsfully as a 

E >od iall P And what is ^ bully but one </f thofe fo- 
eirms.which I recommend? If you can bnt make 
people laugh, it little luaUers whether tliey laugh at 
you or wiih you. Depend upon it they will like him 
vyho amufes them ; and fo uwich the better, if he 
make no preteufions to Ufte or uudcrflaudiug fuperior 
to thj^ir.ewa. Jbefides, arc not ihefc the iijoit confpi- 
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aiDtm beautks of ihofe whh h have, fomehow, iorb-.^ 
taiiiod the character of being Imding prints ? If you 
wfmld have your paj>er attain to their lale and iheir ee-- 
kbrity, follow their example^ 

In your Rep&rts of the Debates in Parlmment, I 
wouJd ha-ve you to be efpecially on your-guard againft 
being too ftriAly grammatical in your language. I'hc 
public well knows, that in the hurry of political dcw 
bate, many grammatical inaccuracies mult imavoid- 
al)ly efcape from ihe lips even of the moil eloquent 
fpeaker. If, then, you give a report entirely free of 
fuch uiaccuracies, what furer proof can there be that ^ 
your report is mt faithful^ Beiidcs, it is m 
highcil degree infoleM and im|>erunent to pretend t# 
put into the tnoiith of any tu«in, words more correct'* 
or elegant than his own, Wni^ under the reality, anil 
you are iafe. As you value fuccefs, dare not to writ^ 
abi/V0 ft* ^ 

A nev\fpap€r fhould always have a good deal of wit' 
in it* But then, what fort of wit? Not flights 
fancy, nor unexpeAed combinations of ideas, nor 
hibitions of ridiculous charatSiers,. fuch as were 
known before, but are freih from the nunt ^>f nature 
and of genius. No, no ; fuch would never do, Thiat^ 
fort of wit is only for critics and connoifieurs. Again|'' 
remember that you write and publifli for the tnultfo 
tude. A pun^ a quibble ^ a fiale joke^ a conundrum^ 3k 
rebus ^ however fome people may turn up tliqir nofeS' 
xit them, never fail to pleafe nine out of every ten nevv<^^ 
paper readers. Such is the wit which fets the boxes^ 
of a collec-houfe in a roar; fuch is that wliicl) every 
, fmart talker, in places of public refort, iilehes frond 
the morning papers, to fupply his expenditure of 
till evening, and from the e\ening papers, to bear him 
out till the morning fliall xigain appear. Even tliofc 
who affcdl to defpifo fuch wit, arc wverlhelefs plcafcd 
with it, \V hat mutters it that xi joke is Itaie, provided' 
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it l^egooci ? You arc fare to ihint when you pluiwJ^r 
Miller* for jctis which have p leafed fo long, muft 
, tafaUibly continue plcafe* It is much nMt priuiwt^ 
therefore, to truii that manual than U> attempt new 
witticifms of your own. Another km roe of wM adapt- 
ed to the liimiour and capacity of \ our readers^, will be 
found in Sufifi's PJiu Converfalion. He uwle that 
eollcAlion With the lupcrciUonfnefs of a critic, to nd^ 
cuk the favourite phrafoology of faftiionable couverfa- 
tion, and the wit which, prevailed in all the geiiteel fo- 
cfoty of his time. He tliought .Umt nothing more 
was wanted to explbde them forevt^* Ho\y egregiouUy 
did he errj The very fame wit, the very fame con* 
verfononal phrafeology, are ftill afanoll exclufively in 
vogue. Let his book be compared with the prevalent 
ftyie of wit and fadiionable converfation, the truth will 
^^d^ifivdy appear to be as I relate. His book is there- 
fore a monument agaiiift hinifelf, that he knew not 
what fort of w it was the moft congeuiitl to the charac- 
ter of human nature. It is, at the fame time, a 
complete treafury of that fort which you may ufc witk 
beft fuccefo. 1 advife you to ufe it freely^ 

The fcicfition and irauflaticm of the news from the 
Flench and German gazettes and journals, are matters 
of no fmall importance in the compilation of an Eng- 
lUh newfpaper. If you would fliine in this branch 
of your buhncls, be fine to keep in your tranflation 
naiiicb as poflibic of the original. Travellers, ambaf- 
fadors, and military oflicers ferving on the conlinent, 
have cor*tril)utcd more to enrich the Englifh language^ 
than all oar claffical fcholars and fine writers. Out of 
afFeftation. or ignorance, or gentlemanly negligence, 
they embroidcrcxl their native Englifli with a profufiou 


* ytfiuch a new and 
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of nmtranflattjd foreign phrafes* I'hofe phrafe^, onc^ 
mtroduced, were gradually naturali^sed, ami now timi* 
pdk a good dcaj of the moft cxpreflive and beft found- 
ing parts of our fpcech and writing* The g<izettes and 
newfi-ktters of the reign of Queen Anne, w^ere more 
than one half French : and to them w e owe the boft 
of: the fettled phrafeology of our military elorjuciicoi 
Spite of the fneers of Johnfon and other pedant their 
c’catn])le iia^^ been evW fince laudably followed by new^s- 
writers, to the great improvemenl of our hingtiage iii 
copioufnefs^ and in anomalous variety. I cotitempfate 
with pride and fetisfadion the focctfe of the labours of 
Kngliih news-writers in this tvay.fince t]»e lera of the 
French revolutioiu Once for all then, remember, that 
the more Frenoli and Gemtan in your iranflationv lo ' 
much the belter. Befides, flioulti you make them too ' 
plain Engh/h, you mlgltt be too eafily xinderHood ; ymi 
would not leave room fufficient for wonder and. con- 
jecture; you would want that happy ambiguity, with- 
out which, there is no denying w hat one fays, nor 
claiming what one does not fay* , <

1 am lenfiblc of the e:xtfetne value of impaniality in 
a delineation of this fort, as well as the total 
bihty oi' abfoiutcly attaining it* Some kirteingp^i* 
dice, fome unaccountable, and perhaos unperceiyed 
bias, fame Inllinfttve fympathy, fecretly impels the 
Blind from its drred: cowrfe* Who does not pt?rceive, 
ia the celebrated comparifon between Cato and Osefar, 
thatSalluftinvohiniarily'iticlmes towards the- former? 
In the fanjie manner, if by irrefifHbk fate I incline 
wards the Elephant, as t fear I do, kt me not be 
* thought capable of meditating an injury to the mana 
of Sir Jeffrey. 

One village gave them birth,' Jeff was far thecWer 
of the two I but^ being fhort of ftaturc, and his Itgs 
having that fort of bend which is vulgarly termed iriffCk* 
he was foon outftripped in growth by Ned. From 
iheir early youth they were both tUffinguifoed by a cer-i 
lain tnagnaninious and obiHnate refinance to learning, 
Jd5rey,"itis w'cll known, would never eat gingerbread 
i|iith letters on it ; nor did he know one from another 
to the day of his death, Edward, it is true, can both 
read and write in a plain way. But in jufiicc to him 
It cjught to be mentioned, that he withfl:(x>d the al- 
phabet eight years, and tlic death of two fchool- 
inafters. The one burft a blood-veffel in beating the 
letter D into bun with too much vehemence on a warm 
day ; and the other, who was a very ftout man, 
flwired liiinfelf into a confumption before Ned had g<jt 
halt through the letters, it miiil be confdled that 
Neddy’s love of eating, which he has figiialized fu 
much in his riper years, and which was always eager, 
niiirlit have becu a powerful auxiliary to the rod, if his 

mental 
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mental faculties had not been duller than 
gdHve. . 

It is at this early period of life that the ruliIl^g«pa^^ 
fioti fo much talked of by Pope, is moft eaflJy dif. 
cernecl. Unhappy the biographer wht) worrlcl attempt 
to draw a character of bis hero, if he knew him not 
while a boy* Thrice fortunate am 1, who have not 
oildy fuch heroes, but who have feen the firftwwkmgs 
of nature in them both* 

llie genius of .lefftej' was (ajbiefly turned, like that 
of the heroes of Pindar, to borfemanOdp. The firft 
Jialfpenny he ever had in his life he gave to a chimney^' 
fweep for a gallop on the crupper of his jack-afs. This 
propenfity led him to a roving indepeiulent kind of life, 
and produced that cardeflheft of attire, and bluiitnefs 
of manners, which his belt fncilds cannot altogether 
excufe. But it alfo ctwitributcd to )iis knoivledge of 
tlie world, and procured him that high popularity 
amongh a certain clafs of the community, wliich ad- 
vanced him with imiverfal acclamation to the dignity 
of jMayor of G irratt, without bribe, treat, (;r promife. 
Vet fucli is the pervcrl’onefs of men, that the attempts 
of the Elephant to procure applaufe, have generally 
failech The world knows what eloquence he has 
on ilic huftings at Guildhall, and been only derided; 
Ills fme(t gedureshave been aufwefed with a roar and 
a wliiftle. And on a late occafion, whilU he was of- 
fering the livery at the common ball every drop oif 
blood in his body to diftrtbule among the poor, if they 
would but agree to carry on the w or, tbc fcoundrels 
tilcnced him with a villainous horfe-laiigh. 

But thanks to nature a thonfand and a thoufand 
tln)es over, that ihofc \vh« are moll liable to be laughed 
at, f<el it the leaft. 

Indeed, from the beghmingof his life, the Elephant 
was more fubjeft to bamfulnefe than Ihame. Neithef 
did be feem defirous in bis early years to act^uire that 

feme 
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faaaie ^Jiich anibitious muiite purfue^ bvU -wifely pise -r 
ferred the durable and fubftantial pleafures of the belly 
lo ^ipty applaufe. His ijinwicWy J>^ik and weigjbli 
which jack-afecoukl iiat fuftaui> andlilke a-wkwardaefe 
of diis limbs, wliicli were ili adapted lo p^eftriaji 
OiiAtion, werecircumftaaces pafav<mrable to bia fcehig 
a great deal, and perhaps inclmed him the„ more the 
amufcment of maftication. But however that 
he, certain it is that never halfpcnoy.did he get. which 
aiot exchanged for black podding* Not but that 
would alfo eat gingerbread vvhen ttjwas giveni him}; 
I)utit was nothing, he would fay, tp Wack puddmg. 

How delightful it is thus to trace great cha rapiers as 
it were from the very egg I Such is the feeling of the 
iioman poet when he follows thaeagkt from bis early 
attempts on lamb and mutton, to the exploits of his 
fullftrenglb againft lions and dragons. It is the fame 
craving of the gizzard which aniiiiatCvS him throughout* 
And often, while I revolved facli ideas in iny mind, 
was my prophetic eye accuftomed to glance from the 
youthful Neddy, with the black pudding in his fift, to 
to the malure iidward lighting his \va) aniongft Alder* 
men for turtle and cultard:

In truth, you were fomewhat too timid and diffi- 
dent on this occafion.

To fuch a nnnifier the con&tu- 
fional fpirit of his internal adminiftration, the wife 
and dignified fyftem of his foreign policy, Obtained 
the true fupport of the public, without finifter arts 
“ Corhipt priu^lk^is. To cultivate and improve the ad- 
vanftages of peace 5 in war to employ the national 
Itrenglh with energy, vigour, ami fucctfs; were the 
furclt claims to public confidence. But an art of go- 
vermnont far more thort, eafy, and pradieablc, has 
been invented and carried to perfection. Ambition 
has funk to ignoble ends, and it avails itfelf of Ji|tJe 
means. It is not the great and glorious exeroife df 
power, but its pr^ervation, that actuates the fotil of 
a mihifter. Tlte paflioii, hkc avarice,, while it -bks 
fiink fo far^as to bc I'atisfied witli the means inftead 
of tile ends, has become vulgar and fordid. It no 
longer addreffes itfelf bojdly to the people— it no 
longer defies oppofition l^y fair dircuilion, or coui^ 
founds accuffttion by open trial. A minifter miift 
tamper and bargain with his judges. He muft ctilitt 
aiidfalary hia-compur^fora— he muft pack his jury—

Fortmiate it is that a niinifter indifferent or liof-> 
tile- to the conllituiion, diftingui&ed at home as the 
patron of. obnoxious and defpotic iaws^ abroad with^ 
out credit or influemcc, in war withoutglcuy fiifeecfs^ 
may find ^ a way to rife— a fafe and fore one.' - Shch 
a minifier ninll hate, no left ttan bemuft fcar^ the 
high tone, the manly fpirit, the iiK)iiirUig habits^ of 
a free people. He mufl: dread that popular voice 
livWeh the minions of a court defpile, but which 
aluioli always fpeaks truth, becaufe it is prompted by 
the feeling within. He will not^ indeed, oppofe that 
voice wlicn it is wrong, becaufe to do fo requires 
’Courage and integrity. But he will avail bimfelf of 
all errors and all deluiious, to conipafs his own pur- 
pofes^ lie will equally inflame the frenzy of the peo- 
ple, or flatter the delirium of kings. But above all, it 
w ill be his conftaut aim to fubduc and degrade the 
public mind. He will endeavour to annihilate thatik 
isnhghteneci, coiincited maft of public opinion, which 
M tlie true coufervatory of freedom.

in every view, extreoiely beneficial. By depriving tbe 
great ot the wealthy of the energy, fpirit, and epnfi- 
dence which numbers infpirc, they are red«a*d to a 
ftate nf abfolute nullity. On the other hand, the 
people are deprived of confidence in tneni who, with 
eqiual or even kfs merit, wilt generally have tl^ pre- 
ference as leaders. A niinifter thus neuttalis?es the op- 
Jpofition of thole nioft fitted to control his mifehievons 
oefigns, and to expofe his nieafures to reprobation". 

** It will perhaps be fufficient on this point to refer 
to the fuccefsful endeavours I employed to attain 
the ohjeft which I now recommend to ybnr attention. 
The fact is the heft commentary upon the principle, as 
well as its heft illuftration. With a nobility, niune- 
Yob^ enough by my care to form a very populous 
affembiy, mark how little fpirit and energy there re- 
mains' in the mafs of hereditary legillators. See how 
little pains they take to acquire that influence with the 
fteOplc, that can give wTight to the part which indi\i- 
diialty they may choofe to aft in the public fervice. *^ 
It ha^ been my good fortune to excite in that l>ocly a 
jealoufy of the people, which woudcrfully contributed 
to the ftability and to the cafe of my own adininiftra- 
tton. What need 1 lay farther, when you have feen 
our meafures, whatever they were, fufticiently pro- 
tefted in the Upper Ilonfe by the infupportable dul- 
tiefe of Lrird Grenville*:^ oratory ? 

• If j’ou are defiroas to fee the efleft of this artifice 
in tlie detail of its application, look at its fuccefs upon 
rile Whig party, and you will there fee the benefit of 
this eternal maxim, divide et impera^ upon which I 
never: ccafed to aft for a moment.

They were forced to remain as inftrummls 
tn our hands, or be thrown off unpitied and 
gretted. The only honeft man among ihent was 
obliged to forego ftation in order to preferve his cha» 
rafter* The reft are now left entirely at our mercy* 
They have no alternative but to be fubmitBve as dcr 
pendants, Snee they can never hope to be formidable 
as adverfaries. 

This, you mu ft confeft, is a cheering view of 
minifterial ftation* What is to be apprehended by a 
IVisafury abounding in all the means of influence, froud 
the feeble, ill-fattained efforts of a people without 
fpirit, an arillocracy without independence, men of 
rank without reputation, and all without mutual con# 
cert and efteem ? Do you think we have much to fea< 
while we can keep things in this train ? I cannot 
doubt that you know too nuuh of St, Stephen’# 
cbaj>el, to be very much alarmciftit the noify contefta 
of debate. Our troops are t<K) well inured to difciplinc 
to be frightened from their propriety by the pomp and 
circiunftance of fuch inglorious war. They are not 
to bedifeompofed by an affiuii that only rends tbeeaib 
while they know that the folid chambers of the Trcar 
fury arc proof againft fuch a battery.. 

You mull have already furveyed with pride and 
fatisfaftion that well-garrifoncd fortrefs of which you 
are now the temporary governor. If you muft defend 
it to extremity, you are nobly provided for the liege.

The 
mofl extravagant terms that could have been propbfed, 
could not be fo anti-pacific as this language, nor could 
fo certainly have led to the rupture of the negotiation, 
A propofal could have been modified ; an injury could 
have been ropniri’d j i)nt infuUs like this to a high- 
fpirited nruion, are never to be wiped away or mr- 
given. Who could wonder at the faibire of ncg<)tm-

ON THE affectation OF INFERIORITY,’ Of 
i INVERT EO AMBITION.

SIR, 

A ffectation is of many kinds, hat that which 
is proper and legitimate affeftaticHi is very nearly 
allied to pride. It is the affedation of fnperioi* inerltj> 
virtue, or ulents* But there is. another kind, the 
very reverfe of this, which oonfiJlls in aOefitiiw to be 
inferior to the reft of the world in fonie quaJincation^ 
either bodily or mental, FiHi, bodily; how many 
very amiable your^inon have of laic aiSTceted to be 
very near-ftghted, rr not totally blind 1 Whence this 
blmdnefs came, whether it arofe from fome iiew and 
noxious principle, in the atmofpherc, or from fotne- 
tbing in our diet, or whether it be come upon us tike 
an Egyptian plague, 1 cannot lake upon me to deter- 
mine ; but it is certain that the manufacture of fpec- 
taclcs and opcra-gUvfTes is of late years amazingly ex- 
tended, and wharis hiindnejs in one part of his 
jefty’s fubjeiSls, gives to the other. It is remark- 
nble, that this defire of being blind, airedl:^ moft 
\yWn we arc going to any plate where the perfect ufc 
would be moil convenient, at the theatres, 
for inftance. The approach of a diftinguilhed aiJtrcfe, 
or the opening of a new feene, operates like the w'otd 
" of conniKuu!, and a thouland glalfes are Applied ** in 
the twinkling of an eye.'' In my younger days^ I 
f^emember that blindneiis was accounted a very gritrat 

misfortune. 
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mij^foriune, at^d mmth^d with teademefs atnd^dteli^ 
cacy. Thofc who were affli<S:ed with it, caoceifel 
the diforder with as much care a& poffible/ preteudii^ 
to fet where they did not. Btt now, nothing is io 
genteel as to complain of a defeft in tHdfe Vahiahk 
orbs ; aud the produftion of a glafe is fuppofed t6 «4d 
more grace and dignity to the petfon, than total blinds . 
nefs could poSibly take away. 

Talking the other day^. to an old friend hpdtt wt < 
fubjefl, he relocated the proverb, that there are none 
fo blind as tbofe who will not fee;’* and added, 
this blinditefs of modern times was not merely aSn 
affedation, as 1 was plcafcd to think it, but a political 
fcheme, which anfwercd certain wife and tmpuif^i 

E urpofesj^^^many more, Mr* OldftyW,” continued 
c, than you and I can difeover ; for now, w:hen 
one wiflies to avoid a difagrceable perfon, fuch as a 
creditor, a poor relation, or any other it is but 
pleading the weaknefs of your eyes, and yon come off 
with a tolerably good grace : fot^rly one would havfe 
faid, Such a gri^at man is too pr^W to acknowledge his 
}>oor friends ; but it very much foften8"\he matter, 
wlien you lay he is only too blind to fee them.”

When once W’c have begun to part with the ufe of 
one valuable organ, there is no faying where wc may 
Itop ; and I obferve that the ears are lately become 
nearly as dd'ertive as the eyes. It is wonderful how

But in order to 
this, a very ingenious contrivance ha$ been fallen 
upon, I am forry I do not know who was the inventor, 
that I might do ample juftice to his merit. ^Some fay 
he was a minifter of ftate, and others a judge ; but as 
this is little better than co^efiLure, I do not mean to 
infer any thing from it. invention itfelf is this : 
a communication is made from the external part of 
one ear all the way^to the external part of the other, 
by which means any tiling that pafles in at one ear, 
paffes out at the other witnoujt the leaft hindrance, or 
flopping by the way } and I underfiand, that, as it 
would be very improper that this ftould always be the 
cafe (for then hearing would be of no fervice), there 
^re certain artificial valves, by means of which any 
thing may be retained that the perfon pJeafes; thefe 
are moved by the W//, and, it is faJd, will laft a man's 
lifetime. 

Befide blindnefs and deafnefs, which arc great cala-. 
mitles, there are others of lefs confequcnce, which 
are verj^ much by perfons of a certain deferip- 

tioii. A defe<9: in fpccch is confidered as very orna- 
mental ; fo much, indeed, that the converfation of 
many perfons ocenfions a concert of founds not much 
unlike the chattering of monkies, and good old Englilli 
is clipped and deformed fo as fcarcely to be known, 
it is certainly a very great improvement in when 
ilammcring, lifping, and an unintelligible rapidity of 
tongue, arc confidered as genteel. I might alfo men- 
. tion certain bod ily deform itiesiHad protuberances, which 
were very lately counted graceful ; but as they have 
almoft totally difappeared, 1 hope, never to return, I 
Hull I pafs to a fccond clafs of afle^aiions,. which are, 
jKthaps, lefs pardonable than what I have mentioned ;

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anJ as thcfc arc corporeal, thofc I am now to confijer 
are mental. ^ 

The moft remarkable of thefe, which I think miifi: 
proceed from an cxcefs of humility, is the affl*6\atioii 
of being far more wicked than nature or inclination 
enables, or difpofes one to be- I have known a man 
boati of drinking more wine at a fitting, than be could 
carry on his back ; and another talking very freely of 
his amours wdth ladies of diftinftion, who had not 
impudence enough to attack a milk-maid* Some 
would make you believe that after a great debauch 
they went home perfectly fober, when it is well known 
that the leaft excefs would kill tliem ; and others will 
endeavour to perfuade you of their having joined the 
neighbouring hunt, who are fearful to mount a liorfe 
in a riding-fehool, A young fellow amufed a com- 
pany lately by an account of his having ruined his 
laundrefs’s daughter, and of her now being on the 
town; his friends fmiled, for they all knew the ex- 
treme tenclerncfs of his heart, and t})at he would have 
been ihe v. riell tniferahlc wrcCbh'' upon earth, bad 
he even in the moll diftaiU degree allilted, or even 
counivi^d at viilany. It was hut tlie other day, I re- 
prcfcntccl the diilrefs of an unhappv family to a party 
of niy acquaintances, and iafoimed them, that I prq- 
pofed to raife a fmall umi for ihcir imniccli ate relief, 
until foniething more rublhmlial could be provided for 
them. Moll of the company gave me vi contribution, 
but Ned C.'Iarclefs declared wntb an oath, that he would 
give nothing ; facb applications were cndlcfs ; as for 
the v'oinan and her brats, there was the parilh work- 
houfe. 1 w^oiidcr, Mr. Oldftyle, tliat yf)u would 
dillurb the conviviality of a company of gentlemen l;)y 
fuch Huff.” I did not refeiit Ned’s language. Wc 
all knew his foible, and before parting he took au 
opportunity to flip into my hand a fum equal to all 
that I had gathered, accompanying it with a fquee^e 
c c 2 and 
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aud a ffirug," Don ’t Tict this gd farther, my dear 
Oldftyle.^' Ned has a coufin, Sam Serious,, a young 
fellow who is always cracking jokes at religion ana 
the parfons, and may be feen every, Shoday at ■*— 7^ 
church twice a-day, into which, howevei', he ileala, 
as if he were doing a bad action. Ned, f ought not 
to omit, has worked . himfelf into a pretty .bad 
charaftcr, and I am much at a lufs to . know.^^bow 
he will be able to extricate hiuifelf from it* No- 
thins!; bitiwfies him fiiort of being the in all forta 
of wickednefs and debauchery* If oneboafls that be 
drank three bottles at a fitting, Ned is fure" to have 
drunk four ; when he goes aftray, it muft be w^ith two 
frail ones at leaft; and vyhere another would hate rode 
the fame horfe fifteen miles withoat ftopping, Ned 
adds a mile or two for fuperiority’s fake. 

One would really think, Mr. Editor, that ihe aequi- 
fliion of a good chara<JJer was a very difgtacefwl thing, 
and that we ought not to be only as bad as o^paffions 
and our fitnation may incline us, but that there is^ 
furmetbiinx noble and dignified in concealing all that is 
evil* I nave faid that this afle£lation muft procci*d 
from an excefs of humility ; and truly that man who 
is contented to be accounted rnfamons muft l>i? as 
He, as he ought to be contrite, if he really were fo. 
I, who hold forne antiquated notions, do buniMy 
prefume to be of opinion, that the portion of wicfecd- 
nefa which we cannot eafify avoid is quite enough to 
ioaj! of, if there be any merit in the cafe, and quite 
enough to repent of, when w*e cohie to entertain dif-* 
ierent vicw»s of things, I cannot ft?e the propriety of 
l^inking oiirfelves lo contemptibry virtuous, that it 
becomes necefiary for us to be reputedly vicious, con- 
trary to inclination and ability. But I am aware that 
other people confider this in a different light, and that 
feats of frolicfomc fife are virtues in fom^ cllimation* 
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Ji would elfe be perfectly unaccountable that any ma^ 
ffiould wifti to inform bis Friends that he had made ^ 
bead of himfelf, deftroy^ tbte jpeace of a family, or 
Jellied a horfe in mere wantoimels, * 

My name. Sir, lets you partly into the fecrct of 
our family.. The Oldftyks are now faft decaying. ^ 
few of us exift, the rulnai of our foriner confeqnency 
and grandeur. It was always a maxim in our daysv, 
that it is not neceflary for any man to appear wor% 
than he 1&, and that when he cOnfeflTed his follies. Iff 
ought to do it with fidelity, and not caricature thei^ 
into improbabilities. To do othervvife is, in the tan^ 
guage of one of our family, an inverted ambition,** 
and thofe who are guilty of it are not true but 
hypocrites; a ftrange expreffion-— but ftrange folW^ 
require flrange expreffions. The motive, fap he, pf 
this mbnftrous affedation, I take to proceed nrom that 
noble third of fame and r^utation, which is planteii 
in the he^a-U of all men. As this produces elegant 
writings and gallant aiSlions in men of great abilities, 
it alio brings forth Jpurhus pr^dufLions in men who are. 
not capable of diitinguiftiing themfekes by thinga 
which are realty praifeworthy. As the defire of fame 
ki men of true wit and gallantry fliews itfeJf in gcfit 
and good aAions ; fo, in men of a contrary di^oii-* 
lion, it runs wild, and difeouers itfelf in a thoufand 
extravagancies, by which they would fignalize them- 
felves from others, and gain a fet of admirers* ' 

My advkc to young men, who are addicted to J:bia 
ambition, is, to confider whether they reaUy 
have fo many good qxialities and virtuous difpoiirioM 
as to expofe them to ridicule j; and whether it be realj^ 
a that fucli difpofilioaa do expofe them to ^ 
ridicule of perfcms whofe good opinion it would be 
ma honour to acquire, i have many doubts on ibis 
lub}e£t myCelFi I quejftton very mitch whether tW 
yoittig gei]^mea of our days be in danger of falling 
c c 3^ ixxtcy 
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inta contempt, upon account pf the re&itude of thelf 
oonduft; and,, as far as .hiy abfei^atipn goes, I do 
#ivcr, witti fome carneftiiefs, that I know of none 
whofe faults, fimply and fairly reprefenteU, are not 

S uite enough to form the {hade of character. As to 
ae Opinion of the world, much may be faidi If by the 
World w€ mean geographically the whole earth, the ma- 
^rity, i believe^ willddermine in favour of goodnefej but 
I know that, in the common acceptation ot this word, it 
"means no more than the circle of a man’s acquaint- 
ances* If they be fuch as to be charmed with the ex- 
Aggeratrons of this inverted ambition, he will, no 
doubt, gratify them with a caricature of his Coibles, 
t>utout of that circle l am afraid be. will lofe more re-

I myfelf, Mr. Kdnor, have in my pof* 
ftflion an incltimablc tveafure, iu the cUitnation of true 
antiqttciries ; it is a genuine Ipecimeu of a Romm 
rcifcrirtce^ Vihich has cfeaped all the ravages of timet 
it was found in a amidft the ruius of Hercula-

CHENSTONE has not thought an inn k fubjeft ua-*' 
^ worthy, of his niufe, anc|, perhaps, the affairs of 
one will not be beneath your notice.

HqUqw, 

Hal Hollow managed the tap where the commoii 
folks afl'emble to fraoke their pipes and talk aver the 
affairs of the nation. Hal w^as very much liked by 
every one. He (hewed no partiality to the cuftomerS;, 
but civility to all. Even the perfons who frequented 
The Qonjiilulhn Inn^ which was fet up in oppofitioiuto 
The King^s Head^ were equally well lervcd by Hal, as 
his maltcr’s risoft particular friends. Firfl comcjfirj^ 
ferved,'^ was Ha]^s maxim, and whoever iirll caught 
his eye, or gave him the firft nod, was furc to receive 
his firft attentions.

But fti!!, it mull lie con- 
ftTied, tiuu he is generally eonfufed and evalivc. He 
^is nevt r at ? iois for lomething to fay tor hnnlelf, it Is 
true; but tlieu, like many otliers in the w'orld, he 
Will LOi al vavs aufwer to the point. If you complain 
that .III cNorhitauL, he anfwers, 

Cod amt /joajufs t .e King^ If you fiv his wine is bad. 
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he boalls that he dif changes his duties as a hujband and es . 
father. ^ 

Although Hal does very well to firut about the 
coffee-room, attend the bar, and wait upon the cuf- 
lomers, it is well known that thefe duties make the 
important part of the bufinefs tf a head inn. Corn, 
wine, horfes, &c. muff be bought: great fkiJl is necef- 
fary in making bargains, and alfo a thorough know- 
ledge of accounts. In his outfet Hal allowed hinifelf 
to be ihamefully taken in by fonie Jews and money- ' 
lenders, who purchafed of him a pair of wheels of great 
value, far below the price at which Will had returned 
them in his annual inventory.

^ his advice and inftrtu^ions. It is little Icfs aniufing 
to foe Will fit down in the rcrnotcit corner of the 
coffee-room, an unconcerned aud affecSting a 

tetal ignoiance of all the concerns of the inn, and to 
hear him talk of felling off his property to pay his 
debts, when every body knows heh^^s feathered his neil 
well, and may have every thing in Hal's power to 
grant. 'I he undcr-waitcrs and hoftkrs in panicular 
iaugh in their fleeves to fee the humbiifi: carried on bo- 
tween tliem, and none more than your .humble fervant,

I truft it will 
never be revived. It is a curious circutnftanoe, that 
this Auilior's works, though they ibtnetimcs make a 
confiderablc noife at firft, never fail in a Ihort time to 
fink into difrepute. 

The Manager now fat down in defpair, and was on 
t|ie point of abdicating his office, when the Prompter 
advifed him to try the Farce of The Negotiation. I 
to tell you that this gentleman is a broken-up . 
Manager himfelf.* He conduced this very Theatre for 
a great many years, and afted the principal charafters 
himfelf, with great eclat. He was always, however, 
giving into wdld imprafticable fchemes, wliicii he 
perfifted in with the moft exceflive oblHovacy, and he 
thus at laft got himfelf into fuch difficulty that he 
obliged to refign. He received the finlfliing blow 
from continuing to aft, after all the world was tired 
of it, an execranle produdlion of his own, called The^ 
Rejioration of the Bourbons, Although he had almoft 
completely filled the Houfe with -^orders, the piece 
began to be hiffed, and, unlefs he withdrew it, he 
foutid that it would be impofliblc* for him to fill th«

People do fay, that, though he no longer appears whem 
the Manager is calletl for, he fettles every tl^iig that 
is to be aiied more abfolutely than when rea^y ks 
oiScc« 

Be that as it may, his advice in this inftamce 
followed, and the event juftlfied the deference ihewrs 
to his abilities and experience in his pifofel5on» fTm 
Negotiaden^ got up with new feenes, dreffes^ and der 
coratinns, fucceeded to admiration. This farce harf 
been fo often a<fted of lute, that it were quite foper-r 
fluoLis in me to analyze its parts, or to offer any critic 
cal remarks upon it. Every one knows that it was^ 
originally written by 11 Diabolo ; that it has been* 
tranflated into almoft every language that ever waa- 
fpoken j that it has become a great favourite in modern 
Europe, above all in Great Britain, and ef^cially 
willun the laft feven years ; that it is played always 
an interlude, in the midft of a deep tragedy^ to induep* 
the audience to fit It oui ; that the characters are ex- 
ecrable, but the fentiments they utter full 6f huma- 
nity ; and that it abounds with farire upon the knaveiy 
of rulers, and the eafy credulity of mankind.. To aii 
audi^iuce impartial and dlfccniiag, lliere is no piece 
mprti difficult to Every thing depends upon ffage 
effed, and, wnlefs the audience confent to remain iit* 
the dark, or to flint their eyes, it never fails to be 

d d. It was owing,. 1 think, lefs to the Ikilj of 

the adors, tbai| the exceffive good nature of the 
hearers, that The Negotiation^ on. this occafion, con- 
tinued to go off fo well. I allow that the charad^'r pf' 
Mumhg was tolerably well fupporicd by Mr^ 
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This gentleman has a whining, canting tone 
^vt>ice, extremely isvell fnited to the part, and in the 
i^^ituthn feene a firmgtr would adually believe that 
be thinks as he fpcaks. Yet his friends muft allow 
that he was indebted for much of the attention with 
which he was heard to his never having appeared upon

Mn. EDITOR, 

A LTIIOUGH evcr57 lover f>f the literature of hl$ 
^ country; and every man ambitious that his coimj»* 
try fliould hand pre-eminent in the difplay of genius, 
niuft naturally rejoice that Epic Poetry is rearing its 
head among us, and hail as a happy omen that no 
lei's than four poets have dared a flight to the upper 
regions of Parnairns; yet this juft feeling is not im-* 
accompanied with an alloy of regret/ Even fuppofing 
(which is a great flight of fancy) that the genius of 
Homer, Virgil, and Milton is revived in our modern 
poets, it is hill to be lamented, that, when they choofe 
a fubJeA, they muft fearch in regions fo remote, and 
among a people fo little known, that they bid defiance 
to critical precifion, and become independent of hif^ 
toric faith. They pafs over the glories of the laft eight 
or ten centuries, as if they had produced nothing 
worthy of celebration, and as if an age of refinement 
could take delight in nothing but the revival of bar-*'" 
barifm. And, what is more fingular, thefe modern 
epic writers, although profeffing to exert their ceniu® 
m fupport of religion and focial order, are indebted 
for their machinery to Pagan deities and mythology, 
to Tpirits, ghofts, giants, and w'itches; and thefe 
agents are become fo neceflary, that, as an excufe for 
going into remote antiquity for a fable, they plead 
that they muft go to a period, and among a people 
who believed in fuch abfurdities. ' 

Now, if I were difpofed to admit this excufe aa 
valid, and allow that half a dozen more centuries muft 
expire before we can ceafe to be plcafed with Heathen 
deities and hobgoblins, ftill my anxious mind would 
inquire what fliall become of the prefent glorious sera 
of arms and arts, when fome future gcuius ihal! form 

an 
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Htj ///W of tht; adftiinlftratkm. of Mr. Pitt ? Where 
win he then look for machinery, in an age when evcrj^ 
thin^ that wonderful happens in a natnral way^ and 
nothing excites furprlfc bccatife>ve have not a quantity 
of wonder left for any thing? This is with me a 
matter of the more ferious confideration, becaufc I 
am doubthd whether the hljhry of our times will be 
believed : 1 am of opinion that it will wear fo much 
the air of fI<Stiou, as to w^ant nothing of poetry but 
the arrangement of the lines. On this account the 
talk of the poet would be the more eafy, if he were 
only permitted to borrow a little of the machinery of 
tlie ancient epic, and place a w ar niinifter fametimes 
on a dolj'diin and fometimes on a broomftick ; and? 
the ions W'ould be fewer, for nothing can ilkif- 
tnuc improbable fa^f-ts fo much ns the agency of ima- 
gbiary Ijciugs^ Indeed the thing, if I may fpeak vul- 
garly, is done to their hand. Every circiunftancc in 
the Conquefi of France (which, I prefume, will be the 
title of the poem) is fo like fi^lion, and the charac- 
ter* employ^ ekher to talk or fo out of nature 
and probability, as to leave little for the poet but mere 
arrangement ; and even in that a great deal of {kill is 
wanted, it not being of the leaft confequence 
where he begins, whether at Pilnitz or Pavia, at 
Dunkirk or Boulogne- 

, He has another advantage~the emotions of fear 
and terror are raifed to his hand ; the whole machine 
lias been made to work by fear only, and every reader 
of fentiment know's its wonderful powers in romance. 
The way, indeed. In which this fear has fometimes 
c^eralcd, will require the difguife of fublimc wanting to 
prevent certain ludicrous emotions from arifing in the

SEA-COAL AND SENSIBILITY- 

[From the Morning Chronicle.] 

MR. EDITOR, 

T HAVE a circimiftance to impart of great import- 
ance to the fair fex, and which I hope you will 
admit aS foon as poffible, as the approach of the win- 
ter theatrical fcafon renders it particularly urgent. I 

I trefume I need not inform you how much wc have of 
ate years been indebted to the advice and fiiggeftions 
of learned foreigners, who have either refided among 
tis, or taken a hafty trip over any part of our ifland. 
In no inftance have they contributed more to open our 
oyes than in what regards our politics and our /ea^coal 
fires. Their fervices in the political arrangements I 
fliall leave to others to expatiate upon. My prefen t 
bufinefs is with our fiieL which, from the reafonings 
of a late traveller, produced phyfical and moral 
effeSfs of a very extraordinary nature. Had lie, how- 
c*ver, confined hindelf entirely to phyfical and moral 
effects, I lliould not have thought it neceflary to make 
his remark the fubje6l of newfpaper communication. 
Had he been content to prove that Ncwcaftle is the 
fourcc of difeafe and of vice, and that people are 
healthy or dife&fed, good or bad, in proportion to the 
number of clialdroiis confumed in their families, it 
would have been too ferioiis a fubje^f, and too mighty 
a CQitcern, for my dcfullory pen. But when he carries 
r 2 his 
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his theory fo far as to conneft fenfMllty with fea^toal^ 
and eftimate our feelings by Pool meafure, it is time 
to look about us. But take the matter in his own 
words. 

Being at the reprefentation of Romeo and Juliet, 
when Mrs. Ellen placed for tlic fir 11 time the part of 
Juiiot, he lays : 

Though my attention was fully taken up witl^ the 
play and the a<^irefs, it was not fo much fo as to pre- 
vent me carting my eyes about me. What a dilparity 
between the melancholy filence which reigned here, 
and the agitation of fyinpathetic feelings which appear 
in our theatres 1 My furprife at difeovering lb few* 
emotions of concern in the cmuilenances of the fpcc- 
tators, was withheld by obferving a young perfon of a: 
very ftrikinc figure, who appeared to me to be the 
more amiable, as ihe paid grtat attention to whatwa» 
palling on the Itage. This lovely creature feemed 
infcnlible as the reft, and I began to tax licr in my 
jninci with want of feeling, when all of a fudden fiuj 
fell hreaihlcfs into the arms of a young gentleman: 
w ho fat next her. No doubt fhe had ftifled the agita- 
tion of her breaft till nature was overpowered with the' 
efforts fhe made to refrain from tears. Be aflTured,. 
my friend, that, had this fweet girl never infpind the 
fumes offca coal^ her teats would have flowed fooner than 
they did^ and the Ojipreftion of her breaft would not 
have been fo violent ; her feelings might not have been 
more teal, but they would have been more and 
expreflive.'"* 

Your opinion, Mr. Editor, of this difeovery muft, 

I am furc, coincide with my own, that it Is of ton 
great importance to be confined to a work w^hich may 
perhaps fall into very few hands. This accounts for 
all llml apparent inditlcrcnce and infenfibilily which 
we obierve among a people, noiorioully known to 
humane. It is not the waul of genius in a tragic' 
H H 2 author^ 
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author, the want of pathos iJi an a£l:or, which cafts 
a fulleii gloom <iver our tragedies. Let us not blame 
modern writers. Shakipcare himfdf is no match 
for our covil fires, and probably owes that fame which 
he enjpys, to his having written in days when col- 
Jieries were unknown. This will account for the 
decay or tafie for tragedy, which even the fuperior 
talents of a Siddons have not been able lo keep alive; 
and this will likewife account for that lady and other 
London performers being fo fuccefsful in their country 
excurfions, the warmth of the feafon diniiniilung the 
confuinption of coal, and confequently what my author 
calls the injpiratlcn of fmoke. 

Are there not alfo many othe*' important inferences 
to be drawn from this fa^t? It is not at the theatre 
only, that it is neecTary fenfibility ihould be difplayed 
and tears flow. May we not fufpc^l that the age of 
gallantry has funk before the glories of Newcaftle, 
and that the affciSlions arc to be affailed by other means 
than the tearful eye ? Into what a labyrinth of mif- 
takes have wc fallen by ignorance of this fa£l ! The 
moft artful Intrigues of the b’ed-room have been un- 
dermined by the contents of the cellar, and the flames 
pf love have been cxtinguiflied by the culinary fuel ; 
wives have lamented the infcnubllity of hufbands, and 
hulbands of wives, without confidering that they . 
'^ 'were breathing the poifon of love, and without know- 
ing how true it is, that moft love-matches end in 
Jmokc /” 

This likewdfe may account for the gallantries of 
France, where coal-fires are unknown in private fami- 
lies. It may account for the decent morals of Bir- 
mingham, of Newcaftle, and of Sunderland* It may 
alfo explain to us why moft of ihofe intrigues which 
are canvafled in our winter courts of juftice arc dated 
firom watering-places in the fummer months# We 
may alfo derive feme infight into the various appear- 
Ituces and hiftory of grief in the metropolis ; why fo 

many 
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many calamities are contemplated with a dry eye, and 
fo mm\ fweet girls (like her at the theatre) fall down. 
hreathlejs into the arms of a young gentleman for want of"" 
the proper vent, fo imprudently flopped up by the 
operations of the poker and the bellows. 

N >twithftanding the concern we muft feel for the 
confequfnces of thi>4 difeovery, our fituation, forut^ 
nately, is not hopelefs. It conies at a time whem 
every fchcnie is on foot to diminifh the confuniption' 
of coals, when one ingenious man has contrived a 
method of making fteani-engines fwallow their own^ 
fnioke, and another has invented a kitchen which? 
will drefs a beef- (leak with a ihect of brown paper. It 
is only now wanted that we flioulii give more ample 
encouragement to fiich plaus^, and Rumfordize our feel- 
ings in filch a manner as to be able to vie with oiiE 
•Msoden fuelled neighbours in fchfibility. If the fair fex 
are fliy and cruel, let it not be attributed to hardnefs- 
of heart : let them fit lefs at home^ and oftener take 
the frejh ait\ I am aware that this doftririe will not 
he verv acceptable to Ibinegreat men in the north, and ^ 
that much will he faid of endangering the collieries as 
a nurfery for feamen. This, however, may be obvi- 
ateii in other wavs, and a certain noble Duke appears 
to me to have difpol'cd of his concern in the very nick, 
of lime. 

It is a great matter, Mr. Editor, to trace the ph‘u 
lofophy of the head or heart; and volumes have bceu 
written to fap the foundations of immorality: but, 
when a theory fo fimpic as the prefent is formed, who 
W'ould not adopt it ?
